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PROGRESSIVE ORTHODUXY.

[Outline of a lecture given in Eaton, Obio, July 8, 1883.) 

I sometime: fear the public will grow weary of the un- 
satisfactory discussions of religion so common in our day. 
Many are asking for something on which the soul may 
feed and rest; end thie is the great need of the present age. 
But there are,so many different beliefs, one conflicting 
with the other, that the way to a clearer understanding 
and faith seems to lie across this field of tangled opin- 
ions, Some say, let these ma'ters of debate alone and 
give us the plain truths of the Bible, §> far as the life 
of religion is concerned, this is well; but there are a 
large class who live more in their minds, who demand 
® clearer, understanding of truth, and, so fir as this can 
be done, the request is certainly not unreasonable. 

Another. diffisulty of to-day is that much has been 
taught in the name of Obristianity that is revolting to 
both heart and intellect, and they tell us if these things 
are essential in a Obristian life we can go no farther. 
Tam a Obristian, and daily try to liye within the 
» bounda cf iruth;. but if I were forced to believe in all 
that is taught in the name of Christ, it would drive me 
from. the ministry and the oburch. Tous it seems 
necersary for a re statement of some truths and a drop 
- Ping off of aome, forms ol religion. 

The “Christians” began this movement about the 
b ginning of this century, and immediately - ory 
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ot “heresy” and “infidelity” was raised teroughont tre 
land. But they have continued this teaching until the 
entire sectarian world ia filled with unrest and a dispo- 
tition to throw off the yoke of oppressive intoler- 
ance and be free, This is y such men as B2echer, 
Sw#ing, Robertson, Smith, Thomas, McLane, and others, 







| are called heretics, or charged With drifting int> dan- 


gerous opinions. Twenty five ago the “Christians” 
Were everywhere branded with heresy and infidelity ; 
but the progress of orthodoxy, With few exceptions, bas 
other believers, 

Now, the preacher of to-day finds his lot cast into the 
front of th's troubled state of affairs. In the midat cf 
this honger and thirst. and c ism he must take his 
stand and do the beat he can, If he wholly disregards 
the needs of to-day,and preaéh as though there were 
no unrest, only those uneo of this fact will care 
to listen, and those moat g belp will be left to 
struggle in the midat of waves. If he attempts 
to defend. the dogmas nen, he will break down 
under the burden aod growth cf the age, and be left 
hopelessly behind. His Only alternate is to “prove all 
things and hold fast that which is good ;” to love truth 
above everything else, and trust himee!{ with its life 
and develop bis sonal with its growt ; to launch himeelf 
into ite mighty current and

Ta doing this isa middle way of truth where the 
progreasive orthodoxy of our fathers is coming w the 
frcnt in the most active minde@nd earccat thinkers of 
the different sects, Men are refusing to bow down to 
the mandates of past dogmas.» It may be said there 

are two parties in every: sect broad and narrow, & 
cauanie andedrservative, a new and old. In the 
M. E. Charcb, as a rule, the younger men are entering 
upon the broader pathsof thinking. In the Baptist 
Onurch are the open and close communion parties, In 
the Presbyterian congregation are the Old and New 
School, In the Congregationalists are the broad anal 
narrow parties. Then we have the term “ 
prefixed to the Episcopalian, German, and Lutheran 
churches, and more recently the “Independent Oath 
olic Church.” This movement is not ‘confired to our 
own country; in Scotlandand Evgland the same lines 
of debate are drawn. 

What we call a progressive orthodoxy is,-then, = 
growth in the church, or development of doctrines and 
beliefs. It comes from the growth of thought in the 
world. While all Christians reverence the Bible as 
final authority in matters of religion, still the under- 
standing of the book is more or less shaped by the in- 
telligence and moral sentiment of each age. Ioan age 
of despotiam and slavery the Bible was construed to 
favor those terme of socie'y. When men’ knew but 
little ot geology and astronomy they tried to make the 
Bible support their narrow views., And the same has 
been true in the-doctrines of religion, The atonement 
began in the thought that Christ gave himself a ransom 
to Satan forthe souls of mep. This belief laated for 
centuries. Then followed the theory that Christ. died 
to satisfy divine justice; that the penalty of man’s 

was actully exeouted upon him, and 
that it was nececsary to reconcile God and make it 
possible for man to be forgiven. This dcctrine is 
somewhat modified by the following explanations, vis: 
The death of Christ is a governmental act in which the 
equivalent to a pensity is paid,or that the death of 
Christ was euch a declaration of sevtien, on. seeped sm 
ends of penalty,

eromental, and lastly it was.deolared_ by msny preach- 
ers of the Christian Onurch to be God’s love coming 
forth to save sinners and bring them into the love and 
life of Cprist by the power of the Holy Ghost, . This 
doctrine is now finding tolerance in the. best. minds 
and leading thinkers <f other denominations. And 
why not? It revea's the fatherbood of Ged. in all its 
fullnese, in which all worlds and ail beings, are bound 
in one Jaw—the law of love. 

Another example of development in churches calied 
orthodox is in the doctrine cf future punishment, It 
was formerly maintained that hell was a literal lake of 
material fire,into which the gouls and bodies of ‘the 
wicked were cist. No language or figure Was ‘too 
strong to eet forth the iatensity and severity’of this 
panishmeat. Piesident Edwardé compared Hell to a 
literal furnace of the greatest heat, and speaks of énter- 
ing its door; thea of being in its Mime for one’ minuie, 
for fifteen minutes, fr one hour, fora day, for a yéar, 
and forever. Jeremy Taylor fays that if all ihe trees 
in the world were put in one heap acd set dn fife, he 
weuld rather burn there until the day of jadgiméht 
than to suffer one hour in the fife of Kell!’ A Roman 
Catholic writer says that the fite of hell ts s0 intetise 
that if one spark-were to fall into one’of ott? cceans ‘it 
would dry it up, and set the world on firé sad ‘buri it 
up. Tt was also taught that all mon deserved this puh.- 
ishment because of Adam’s sin.’ Bat let it be distinetly 
understood that the “Ohristians” never ‘taught such 
doctrines. We claim that man is guilty only for’ the 
own sins, and that all punishment follows sif as8°% re- 
sult of violated law, and that future punishment res's 
upon the results following. '

Now, in all this we have seen a growtir of doctrine 
and interpretation. These changea-are a great gaip.to 
the cause of religion. The weakest point of the-mod- 
ern pulpit ie in its spologetio position with reference

.to some things that are ne longer defensible, and in its 


efforts to prove the Bible a book «cf science, or .im its 
ende:vors to defend-a penal atonement anid total de- 
pravity, etc. Progressive orthodoxy has the immense 
advantage of freeing itself from these hard and !impes- 
sible take, and of making a living and positive minis- 
try. It holds sacred every spiritual doctrine oi re- 
pentance, prayer, pardon, regeaeration, and holineas, 

Asa people, or body of Christian believers, we have 
great reasons to rej»ice. A'l this charge means growth. 
It means that religion is putting cff the old garments 
that so distigured the fair face of Chriat and God, and 
coming to the people with euch words and principles 
and experiences and hopes asthall win their hearts and 
rule their lives, These great tratbs, unburdened and 
set free, will more and more be spoken. Released from 
the fear of censure and ostracism, mankind will tell.of 
their simple trust in God’s word, of their j xy in his 
love, and cf their hope.of the futare, Taen religion 
will cease to be a dehate or erotereanias drat m, Winvot 
love and hope and good deeds.

Such are some of the hopes which I may be enabled 
to eherieh, and now— 

If, As to the prophecies which may be predicated upon 
these hopes, 

If theae conditions which I have endeavored to pre- 
cent with frankoess prevail, what predictions may we 
indulge concerning the future? Rather; whatmay we 
not. reasonably expect under the range of human.effort 
eupplemented by divine favor,if we have secured these 
conditions, if we are united, harmenious,' forgiving, 
confiding, persevering, and in a word, have ‘the’spitit of 
our Master ? 

Tuis may be summarized in two things in logical or- 
der: shey are the culture of believers and the conver- 
sion of sinners. Both these elements muat be held ia 
aay fally rounded conception of the work of thé chutch. 
Tbe church which neglects or passes by either neglects 
half ber work. Sometimes the one and sometimes the 
other, usurps.the prominent place, though erronsourly 
80, fer theeea two elements are inseparably conj ined. 
We may prophesy then— 

1: Toe caltivation of believere. This presupposes the 
fandamenta! qualification of faith and the new birth be- 
gun in the soul by thé power of divine grace which. 
stimulates to cuntinual acquisitions in the divine life. 
Faith is indeed the foundation of the Christian life, but 
it is not the whole of the Christian life. “Love is the 
dome of the grand superstructure through which the 
light of God irradiates the building from which comcs 
the glory ‘and mantling of celestial beauty.” 

We must believe in Oiristianity as a divinely-inspired 
system, and as sach the’ great end of the gospel is not 
merély the conversion of men, the saving, but the edu- 
cation and training of souls for God’s husbandry—the 
creating in them of holy dispositions, the sundering of 
egotistical and selfish pretensions, and perpetual en- 
hancing of the desire that the will of God—a will 
synonymous with goodneas and truath—may be done in 
earth even as. it is done in heaven: Toward this 
exalted attainment of perfect responsiveness to the will 
of God: the true church of Christ is ever committed, 


This is.a part of our work, bat not all of it. Though 
ofttimes this training of souls is deemed insignificant— 
with some it would seem that the only desire is to “get 
mien converted” and give no farther concern as to their 
being fitted to become alsoan added power in the church- 
work, which sométimes resulta in thé utter discourage- 
ment of those-who have been converted. 

A little girl once said ahe was sorry ste united with 
the church, and when asked why, replied: “Before 
I noited with the church many asked me couceroing 
my soul, but now no one ever speaks to me about my 
soul,” 

While on the other hand the cultivation of believers 
is regarded by not a few as the whole of Christian duty, 
the art of saving souls never engages their thought, but 
they are absorbed upon the question of their subsequent 
training, 

Tne church that does nothing more than culture be- 
lievers has passed out of exiatence with the generation 
that gave it birth, There must be the aggressive work as 
well as the defensive, hence we may prophesy as the re- 
sult of these forces named— 

2 The conversion of sinners, From the first this has 
been a palpable duty, and no age haa been without fruit 
in this direction... Let us not be saying “four months,” 
or “six months,” or the “week of prayer, and then cometh 
the harvest,”*eto, 

Death and changes and removals will soon deplete the 
ebureb, and ultimately it will, must, become extinct, un- 
less renewed from the stock of mankind.

MY FIRST VISIT TO CANADA; 


Sinée the death of Father Thomas Henry, the con- 
necting link uniting our denominational interests with 
those of the Province seemed: to be broken. It was 
thought best by the management of the’ Publishing 
House to send our brethren of Canada a greeting and 
some word of good cheer; ard having been intrusted 
with so pleasant a migsion, I have felt an impression to 
make some note of my jonrsey. 

The-trip across Lake Ontario; from Lewiston, New 
York, is a pleasant,one of two bours’ ride, made by the 
“Qhicora,” a beautiful and stanch steamer, built and 
used as a blockade-runoer daring tbe late war.

CHRISTIAN CHARAUPER OUR ON LY TEST or 
CHURCH FELLOWSHIP. 


AS a people, we have eve ever said to the world that 
Christian character was our only test of fsllowship ; . 
that we do not fellowship a man as a Methodist, Baptist, 
Cngregationalist, or, What not, but. that, we receive 
him to our fallowship simply because we believe him 
tofe:a Christian. According to this basis 1 am under 
no obligation to ex‘end the band of Christian fellow- 
ship to a person, however sound he may be in bis 
théologiéal opinions, and he, too, & ‘member of ‘the 
ehurch with which I stand identified; unless I diecover 
in him qualities of goodness, gentleness, meekness, and ° 
love; or,in other words, without seeing the froits of 
the spirit in his life, 

Have “no feilowsbip with the unfruitisl works of 
darkoers, bat rather reprove them,” said Paul. “I 
wrote unto you in an epistle not to company with 
fornicators: yet not altogether with the forrcators of 
this world, or with the covetous, or extortionere, or 
with idolaters; for then must ye needs go out of the 
world, But now [ have written unto, you not to keep 
¢.mpany, if any man that is called a brother be a forni- 
cator, or covetous, or an idolater, or a railer,.or a 
drunkard, or an extortioner; withsuch an one no not 
toeat.”'» A person bearing such fruits may be correct 
in his theological opinions. Ia practice, however, he is 
sadly defective ; he has not a Christian character. 

Sometimes we are told that there is such a diyera: 
ity of opinions as to what actually constitutes or g es 
to make up Christian character that the term. is 
almost meaningless. Butisiteo? Is there no way of 
determining whether a man is a Christian or not? If 
there is not, it is certainly time that we were made 
acquainted with the fact. 

Worcester defines character as “a distinolive mark by 
wh'‘ch anything is sep srated or distinguished from an- 
other; the assemblage of qualities which’ distingu 51 
one person from another; partioular constitution of 
the mind.” Taking it for granted that the above isa 
correct definition of the term “obaracter,” we ought to 
be able to distinguish between those who are ‘ Curiotians 
aud those who ere not.

In verses forty-five to forty-nine the argument pro- 
ceeds: “And 80 it fs written: The first man Adam was 
made ‘Lor became] a living soul; the last Adam was 
made [ sr became) a life giving spirit. Howhbeit that was 
not first which is spiritual, but that which is natural [or 
physica) ], and afterward that which is spiritual, The 
firat man is of the earth, earthy; the second pian is [the 
Lord] from heaven,” 

The revised version omits, “the. Lord:” “As is the 
earthy, such are they also that are earthy; and as is the 
heavesly,guch are they aleo thatare heavenly. And as we 
have borne the image of the earthy, we shall also bear 
the image of the heavenly.” 

Here'the pregressive stages of being are unfolded, 
and the two Adams used to illustrate the wide diflerence 
of condition. There is as great a difference between 
the natural or physical body in the first, stage of exiat- 
ence and the spiritual body in the second stage as 
was between Adam and Obrist, 

In many respects these two were the very opposite of 
each other. Qu.e, surrounded by all thinge desirable, 
was tempted and yielded; the‘other, surrounded by ad 
vorse influences, was temptad in all points and resisted. 
One dieobeyed the law of God and incurred death; the 
other was obedient, even unto death, and seeured life 
eterne’, One sought that which was forbidden, was 
ambitious, and became degraded; the other laid aside 
his own, humiliated bimself, and became exalted. The 
tendency of the natural is to degradation and death; 
the direction of the spiritual is in the line of exaltation 
and life. The first is of the earth, earthy, perishable and 
corruptible; the other is from heaven, imperishable and 
incorruptible,

If 
their labor is worth nothing, we do not want them at 
any price, There is no good reason why a preacher 
should be expected to depend upon a precarious in- 
come, while some degree cf certainty is permitted all 
othere, The mipister’s relation to the people would 
suggest that the question of his compensation be not re- 
duced to a strictly commercial problem, to be wrought 
out by the rules of trade and commerce; for then the 
tendency is to become secular, if not mercenary. But 
we set out for the purpose of discussing the donation ;

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‘DEDICATION OF FIRST CHRISTIAN CHURCH OF 
ALBANY, N. Y. 
[Prom the Albany Argus, Monday, July 9, 1°83 ] 
ts First’ Caristian Church dedicated their new and 


beautiful ‘house cf worship on Chestnut S:reet, above | 
‘Dove Street, yesterday. The dedicatory services were 


beld in the morning, commencing at half-past ten 
o'clock. A large number of visiting clergymen were 
present, including Rev. James Wright, of Charleston 
Four Corners; Rev. Dr. Lenardsoo, of Hartwick; Rev. 
D. P. Warner, of Huoter’s Land; Rev. Philip Couch- 
man, of Potter’s Hollow; Rev. Warren Hathaway, of 
Bldomingrove Church, Orange County, N.Y; Rev. C. 
W. Havens, of Red Rock, and others. The edifice wes 
crowded toits utmost capacity, camp stools being fur- 

nished for the accommodation cf the friends of the 


congregation. The floral display was quite elaborate, 


and was neatly and effectively arranged on and around 
the altar, The principal features were large baskets of 
beautiful cut flowers, which were placed on the plat- 
form on either side of the desk. Ina front of the desk 
was astand containing a very large and roagnificent 
floral cross, the gift of Mr. Chatfield, the fl :rist. On 
either side of the cross two other large baskets of cut 
flowers were placed. The organ loft was also tastefully 
arranged with fi »wers. 

The exercises opened with an invocation by Rev. A, 
J, Abbott, father of the pastor of the church. A beau- 
tiful anthem by the choir was rendered, after which 
Rev. James Wright read selections from the Psalms, 


The congregation then sang a hymn, and the soripture 


lesson ‘was read by Rev. Dr. Lenardson, and prayer 
offered by Rev. D. P. Warner. After prayer, an appeal 
to the congregation was made by Rev. Philip Oouch- 
man, which resulted in a collection of about $1100 ia 
cash and $1000 more guaranoteed, thus making the 
financial condition of the church such as to be dedi- 
cated without debt. 


The dedicatory sermon was then preached by Rav. 
Warren Ha‘haway. Toe eminent divine took as his 
text Matthew 16: 18—“And I say aleo unto thee, That 
thou art Peter, aiid upon this rock I will build my 
churcb, and the gates of hell eball not prevail against 
it” Daring his remarks the speaker eaid: ‘We have 

met to dedicate this house to the worship of God, thus 

devoting it to a!l the sacred ues of the Christian te- 
ligion. We have met to consecrate this edifice to the 
presching of the gospel, to the communion «f the Holy 
Spirit, and the fellowship of the saints. With humble 
reverence we devote this temple, made with hands, to 
God aod man—to our Fatber aod our brother—to 
praise and redemption. Not that our very simple act 
of dedication will render these walls more holy, impart 
to this house avy virtue, or bestow upon this spot any 
mystic charm or special power. We shall be no nearer 
heaven in this place than on any wave or islaad of 
desert sea, ia any closet, under shadow of any rcck, or 
any spot in the wilderness, Yes, the home, the field, 
be mountain, the dungeon, the cathedral, the forest 
may “be to us the ‘gate of heaven.’ It is pleasant to 
think that. this place should become to many hearts 
bowed down like the land of the Hermonites, or the 
hill of Mizar, because of special mercies received or re- 
membered here. It is. pleasant to think, that those who, 
on pilgrimage, are passing through the Valley of Baca, 
shall bere find a well of shining water. To us Protest- 
ant Christians there ie no temple. The outward mate- 
rial has to us no special use. It is notthe temple, its 
priests, vestments, and ceremonies; not these, but map ; 
not the holy place, but life; not gorgeous ceremonies, 
but loving hearte; not religion in form ani symbol, but 
in. spirit and power, No longer Jew, nor. Greek, 
nor Roman, but all brothers, now in Christ, j ining in 
solid uoity in their worship, with all gladness. and 
of heart, ane is the grand idea of the king- 
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Sabbath be'l ! Yes, we need the church, both the 
material building and the spiritual body. Pu'pit and 
pew are still demanded, and s ill we need consecrated 
places of prayer and serm ms; and these helps we shal! 
need until, no. longer looking through the la'tice-wurk 
of symbolism, we behold our blessed Savior in the open 
vision of eternal love. Your labor and your sacrifices 
are not.in vaia, This house, under God, will be a 
precious means of grace, a bleasiog to you and your 
children; and as years rvull away, holy thoughts aod 
memories shali hallow these walls. By visions of joy 
and foretastes of love; by bliasful salvation aud com- 
munion; by whit you are, through abounding grace ; 
by what you may see,away yonder, where ri-e the 
shining walle, the golden tempe of God’s eternal con- 
eummation,—by'all'of this shall time and experience 
truly dedicate this place of worsbip, until to rory child- 
hood and trembling age it becomes indeed the bouse of 
God. Covsider the epiritual building; firet, the builder, 
which is Cariet; second, the design, which was but an 
instrument or a means of edification of the human soul. 
Ohristiavity was neither philosophy nor ceremony, but 
it was 1 £:—Ilife in Christ; all means are sec: ndary—all 
men are primary. Te value of doctrines and temples is 
mucb, as they bring us to G d, as they quicken the spul 
and ripen us for beaven, their worth being instrumental, 
not intrinsic.

SERMON ON 8S. S. LESSON FUR JULY 29. 
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The Reading of the Law—Joshua 8: 30-35. 


BY J J. SUMMERBELL, MILFORD, N, J. 


Alter the capture of Ai, by the Israelites, Joshua, the 
great leader of the people, brought them to Mount 
Ehal. Moses, Joshua's predecessor, bad commanded 
(Deut. 27: 4) that the people should set up an altar in 
Mouat Ebal, : fler burnt cflerings and peace offerings 
there, and rejoice. 

Without waiting for the day of convenience, when 
the who's land ehould be conquered, and there would 
' he no difficulty in carrying out the injunction of Moses, 
Joshua brovgat the people to Mount E al, in the cen- 
ter of the land of Canaan, in the midst of hostile tribes, 
for the purpose of obedience to God. According to 
the directions given, the mighty host was srranged 
upon the sides of two mountains, Eval and Gerizim, 
the ark of the covenant resting in the valley between. 
On the side of Gerizim (Deut. 27: 12 13) stood the tribes 
ot Simeon, Levi, Jadsh, Lesachar, Joseph, and Benjamin. 
Facing them, looking in a southerly or south-westerly 
direction from the side of the opposite Mount Ebal, 
stocd the tribes of Reuben, Gad, Asher, Zebulon, Dan, 

and Naphtali. 

We are now to imagine ourselves in the midst of a 
hostile country, among a great host of fighting men, 
with wothea and children, assembled for a religious 
ceremony. Joshua, the captain, through his subordi- 
nates, arranges the tribes. according to the honors that 
may caturally be supposed to belong to them respect- 
ively. On G:r zim we see the tribe of Levi, which in- 
cluded the priesthood; the tribe of Judah, from which 
tbe royal line should spring aad the Messiah should 
come; the descendants of Josepb, irom among whom 
the ba f-tribe of E »hraim was to furnish tne founder of 
akidgdom. Ou the opposite Mount E al we see the 
lees favored children of the handmaida of Jacob. The 
favored tribes on Gerizim are to bless and the des, ised 
tribes on Ebal are to curse. Tne Levites read the 
blessings and the curees, and the people, with dreadful 
volume of voice, like to “ihe sound ot many waters,” 
answering to the Levites, sey “Amen.” 

In the valley is built an altar of stones, On which no 
iron instrument bas been Jaid, whole stones, On these 
stones is written the Jaw, the law of God, its blessing 
and cursing, very plainly, writter: as Moses gave it, with- 
out the improvements of Westminster (Deut. 27: 8), or 
Princeton, or Rome. In its simplicity it is adapted to 
the capacity of the people; in its subject-matter fitted 
for their improvement. How different from creed:! 
There is nothing abstruse in the ssying (Dent, 27: 15) 
“Qursed be he that setteth light by bis father or mother,” 
When. this is read, all the people say, “Amen.” _ This 
mighty host must have deeply impressed any Oanaan- 
ites straggling aloog the western declivities of the 
mountains of Ephraim, who came in sight of the aa- 
eembly. That deep and fervent “Amen” could not be 
mistaken for the-cry of war, But there would 
not be. any stragglers on the mountain’e side, for the 
destruction of Jericho and Ai would impress the whole 
population of the country deeply with the power of the 
Hebrews, and cause great fear. But it is more than 
tants feet pion, wore bn. Cua st ea ge 
lurking by it, These spies would bese, 
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tarian would. be somewhat surprised leo; for. there 
would be visible no attempts to define the deity. 

The law of God was written there upon the altar and 
read to the people; atrangers heard, and the little ones. 
All joined in the deep“Amen.” And thatis the proper 
comment of men upon the word of Gcd. We have no 
criticism to make; we can only say, let the law of the 
Lord be established. 

Bat the world is divided into two classes; they are 
arrayed over against each other, as though standing on 
the sides of two mountainr, the ark of God, or the: priv- 
ileges of religion between them. Not only the rich and 
poor stand over against each other, the learned and ig- 
uorant, the happy and miserable; but into the classee, 
the blest of God and the cursed of God. The Great 
Ore has eet before us life and death, “blessing and curs- 
ing.” The law carries life to some, preserving them; 
but it brings death to other?, crushing them. We have 
no means of escaping the chcice. The ark of Ged 
stands in the valley before ut; we hear the church bells 
and the voice of the people taying “Amen.” We our- 
selves have j»ined in the cry of the people, when we 
have criticieed a Christian for not living up to his pro- 
feesior; the criticism has been the “Amen” of our con- 
science to the word of God, to the propriety of the 
professor’s position if honest. Whether we stand on 
Mount Gerizim or Mount Ebal, we have beard tke 
blessing and the cursing and we have said “Amen;” SO 
BEIT. We have the great alternstives before bs, and 
muet choose; we bave approved God’s governn ext by 
eating bis fruit, by using his suustiine, by drinking his 
water, by listening to the singing of the birds, and by 
saying that the roees were beautiful, all which meant 
“Amen.” We heave accepted God’s government; let us 
be true to our pledge.

From the new edi‘ion of Metsrs Geo. P. Rowell & Co.’s 
AMzRICAN NEWsPArEeR PiRxEcToRY. which is now in 
press, it appears that the newspspeis and periodicals of 
all kinds isstied in the United States and Territories now 
reach the imposing total of 11 196. This is an increase of 
585 in twelve months, Taking the states one by one, tle 
newspaper growth in some is very considerable, Tie 
present total in New York Stave. for instance. ir 1,399—a 
gaia of eighty in the past year. The increase in Pennsy)- 
vania is forty-eight, the existing number being 943, 
Nebraska's total grew from 175 to 201, and Illinois’ from 
890 to 904. A year ago Maseachusetts had 420 papers; 
now the number is 438. In T: xas the new papers outnum- 
ber the suspensions by cight, and Ohio now has 738 pa- 
pers instead of 692. Tne most remarkable change has co- 
curred in the territories, in whick the daily papers have 
grown from forty-three to sixty: three, and the weeklies 
from 169 to 243, Dakota being the chief area of activity, 
The number of montblies throughout the country grew 
from 976 to 1034, whilethe dailies leaped from 996 to 
1062. The figures given above are exclusive of 
which possesses a total of 606. It is interesting to 
that the newly settled regions of the Canadian North

soldier. He may enlist.in an army, and he may even 
don ‘the uniform, but the government under which he 
enlisted has not military power over him until be takee 
the oath of a’ soldier; and not until then can be be 
deslt'with ‘as a deserter, though he leave the ranks and 
retura back from whence became. Thus, it seems to me, 
the Lord has so placed baptism, requiring the believer 
to subthit to it ia formally dedicating himself to his 
service; and, efter going thus far, if he should leave 
the good prof‘esion made before many witnesses and 
go back to the world, he is not only a deserter, but he 
brings reproech upon that worthy name into which he 
has"be6n ‘baptized.
